Washington, July 5 MB—The ad- 


ministration encountered another 
delay today in its efforts to win 
revision of the neutrality law 
when the Senate foreign relations 
committee postponed until Satur- j 
day consideration of the House- 
approved Bloom bill. 


Senator Harrison (D., Miss.^, 


who served as acting chairman, 
said action was delayed because 
several foreign committee mem- 
bers also are on the finance com- 
mittee, which will begin consider- 
ation tomorrow of proposed 
changes in the social security law. 


Chairman Pittman (D., Key.), 


who arrived just as the meeting 
broke up, said he was unperturbed 
by the delay and made it plain 
that administration forces intend- 
ed to demand a final showdown on 
their proposal to repeal the arms 
embargo of the present law. 


"Certainly we shall stay here 


until there is a vote in the Sen* 
ate on neutrality," Pittman said. 


President Roosevelt has insist- 


ed on neutrality revision this ses- 
sion. 
Senate Majority Leader Bark- 


ley of Kentucky, a committee 
member, said he did not know how 
long the committee would wish to

Building Is Report 


A fire which apparently started 


early Tuesday on the second floor 
of the building occupied by Ander- 
son Brothers, New Paltz, feed, 
coal and lumber dealers, did dam- 
age estimated at between $5,000 
and $6,000 before it was ex- 
tinguished by members of the New 
Paltz fire department aided by the 
Modena department. 


Flames were discovered by two 


lads returning 
home about 2 


o'clock Tuesday morning from a 
block party which the New Paltz 
fire department had held. At that 
time flames were observed shoot- 
ing from the cupola of the two 
story frame building at about the 
center of the structure. The build- 
ing is owned by Mrs. Leston D. 
DuBois and occupied by Anderson 
Brothers. 
The loss was increased con- 


siderably because of a recent ar- 
rival of feed. It was reported that 
a carload of feed had been un- 
loaded in the building only the 
previous day. 
While the office and feed stor- 


age building which was damaged 
by fire was located on North 
.Chestnut street, the adjoining 
lumber yard was on North Front 
street The lumber yard section 
was not damaged. 
The building being- r o o f e d 


with 
tin, 
the flames were 


confined to the building in which 
the fire started and the metal 
roof was of great aid in prevent- 
ing the spread of the fire to ad- 
joining property. Aided by excel- 
lent water pressure the firemen 
were able to confine the flames to 
the one building but it was two or 
three hours before the flames were 
under control. 
At one time the fire spread to 


the Central Hudson Gas & Elec- 
tric Corporation storage build- 
ing which adjoins the feed store 
but the fire was confined to the 
roof and was quickly extinguished.

Britain, France 
Will Offer New 
Plans to Russia 


New Steps Taken to Over- 


come Soviet Russia's Ob* 


jectioas to Joining 


Mutual Agreement 


(By The Associated Press) 


Britain and France, anxiously 


watching 
the Danzig situation 


hanging over Europe's peace, took 
new steps today to overcome So- 
viet Russia's objections to joining 
their mutual assistance agree 
ment. 


While the British cabinet met 


to consider new instructions for 
Britain's envoys in Moscow, the 
well-informed Times of London 
suggested a course for Britain. 


It proposed that an effort be 


made to persuade Moscow to con- 
clude an immediate simple under- 
standing, leaving the matter of 
guarantees to the Baltic countries 
to be pursued later. 
This was said to be the chief ob- 


stacle, Russia insists on such 
pledges. Britain and France are 
reluctant to give them because 
those states fear that pledges of 
aid might jeopardize their neu- 
trality, In Riga, usually -well-in- 
formed Latvian sources said the 
Baltic nations might disclaim any 
"unsolicited guarantees." 


France also offered new pro- 


posals as French leaders expressed 
disappointment and alarm at the 
delays in reaching an agreement. 
The " French suggestions, relayed 
to London for discussion before 
being taken up in Moscow, were 
not disclosed. 
In Tokyo, British Ambassador 


Sir Robert Leslie Craigie indicated 
Britain 'would insist .on a purely 
local settlement of the Tientsin 
controversy in forthcoming nego- 
tiations'." Japanese sentiment de- 
mands a review of Britain's whole 
policy in China. 
Tightening of the blockade Ja 


pan has imposed on the British 
concession in Tientsin since June 
24, meanwhile, sharpened a food 
shortage there, especially of milk. 


In Shanghai, rumors spread in 


political circles that former Pre- 
mier Wang Ching-Wei, an oppo- 
nent of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek and in league with the Jap-

The motor car killed 70 times 


as many persons as did fireworks 
as America observed the 163rd 
anniversary of Its independence 
with 
a 
four-day 
celebration 


marred by more than 600 violent 
deaths. 


A'survey today listed only four 


lives lost by exploding fireworks 
to 277 sudden deaths in automo- 
bile accidents. 
The total toll was at least 612 


compared with 517 reported for 
the three-day celebration 
last 


year. 
Thronging of beaches by merry- 


making millions accounted for the 
second highest number of fatali- 
ties-— 183 drownings. Trains kill- 
ed 29 persons. There were 36 
fatal shootings, eight plane deaths 
and 79 dead in miscellaneous acci- 
dents. 
Two fireworks deaths 
were 


caused by the premature explosion 
of homemade bombs or firecrack- 
ers. Hildred Sowders, 14, of Mar- 
lin, Tex., died after a piece of tin, 
blown from a can placed over a 
firecracker, severed 
his jugular 


vein. 
Ironically, Edward Fisher, 21, of 


Chicago, who was studying to be 
a safety engineer, was killed when 
his auto skidded off a road in 
Michigan. His father, Dr. H. E. 
Fisher, is secretary of the Nation- 
al Safety Council.

War Clouds In Europe Cast Shadow 
Over America's Celebration of July 4th

War clouds in Europe cast their 


shadow over America's Fourth of 
July celebration, and the pleas for 
peace were intermingled with ap- 
peals for tolerance in many holi- 
day speeches yesterday. 


Assistant Secretary of 
War 


Louis Johnson told a Charlottes- 
ville, Va., audience that "to main- 
tain our freedom" the United 
States must be prepared to pre- 
vent the occupation of any addi- 
tional territory in the western 
hemisphere by any European or 
Asiatic power. 
"This means we must be able to 


concentrate 
men. 
guns 
and 


planes," he said, "in adequate 
force at any vulnerable point in 
the three Americas, from Point 
Barrow to Tierro Del Fuego. 


"The basis for that defense is 


already laid." 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 


the Democratic leader, spoke at 
the capital's celebration 
at the 


Washington Monument. He took 
issue with persons who say "we 
are flouting' the advice of" the 
father of his country by conniv- 
ing at some mysterious species of 
permanent alliance which will in- 
volve us in all the quarrels of 
other nations." 


The United States has entered 


no alliance, Barkley said, but is 
not afraid to "recognize the world- 
wide struggle" to preserve democ- 


racy. 


On the other hand, Col. Robert 


R. McCormick, Chicago publisher, 
charged that a "conspiracy" exists 
to plunge the United States into 
"another World War." In an ad- 
dress in Chicago, he asserted that 
the true interests of the country 
have been subordinated to the in- 
terests of Great Britain.

Thirty-one men, including Franklin D. Roofevelt, have occupied 


the White House. 


Eighteen of them reached the 


top by accident—immediate ac- 
cidents of, political expediency, 
war or death. 


Five inherited the presidency. 


They never could have made the 
grade without the benediction of 
a powerful predecessor; probably 
wouldn't have tried. 


Six built themselves up — or al- 


lowed themselves to be built up— 
as presidential timber over a pe- 
riod of years; and they squeezed 
in that way. But far more who 
had tremendous build-ups missed 
the boat. 


Only Two Were Cinches 


Only two presidents demon- 


strated beforehand their unques- 
tioned capacity to lead the nation. 
At least you have the word of 
many historians that such is the 
fact. 
These were Washington 


and Jefferson. 


This does not mean, of course, 


that other presidents did not de- 
velop into great leaders, nor does 
it mean that other mon, \v)io 


never became presidents, were not 
fit to lead. It merely means that 
two Americans were a cinch for 
the presidency before their elec- 
tion almost by common consent. 


Since Ifi presidents were histo- 
rical acJifcnts, that means the 
odds are 3 to 2 that some accident 
has occurred—or will occur before 
1940—to make the next president. 


The first accidental president 


was Andrew Jackson. Before the 
battle of New Orleans, in the War 
of 1812, Old Hickory merely had 
been a frontier roisterer with lots 
of guts. After the battle he was 
the nation's hero, and no reward 
short of the White House would 
satisfy his admirers. 


Battlefields 
produced other 


presidents, but all the later heroes 
were duds as presidents: "Tippe- 
canoe" Harrison, 'Old Zach" Tay- 
lor, 
"Unconditional 
Surrender" 


Grant—poor executives, all. After 
Grant, the country would take no 
more warriors. 


Five Through Tragedy 


The accident of death sent five

men to'the White House, three of 
them after the assassination of a 
president. 


Of the five, only one proved him- 


self to be a great American by any 
yardstick — Theodore Roosevelt, 
McKinley's successor. Among that 
same five was the historians' 
nomination for Mediocre President 
No. 1—John Tyler. The others 
are judged in-between — Filmore, 
Johnson 
(who was almost im- 


peached), Chester A. Arthur, and 
Calvin Coolidge. 


The rest of the accidentals were 


men chosen willy-nilly during the 
heat of a fight between figures 
who towered above them. All but 
one were what you'd expect from 
a grab-bag—such colorless states- 
men as Polk, Filmore, Pierce, 
Buchanan, Hayes, Garfleld, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, and Harding. 


That other man-from-the-grab- 


bag was truly great—Abraham 
Lincoln. He slipped in as a dark 
horse when the Republicans of 
Indiana and Pennsylvania refused 
to take New York's highly touted 
William H. Seward because of his 
friendships in the Catholic church. 


Adams First To Inherit 


In the presidential race, Lincoln 


won primarily because the South 
was divided between two giants 
of the day, Stephen A. Douglas, of 
Illinois, and John C. Breckenridge, 
of Kentucky. 


The first man to inherit the" 


presidency was the one who fol- 
lowed Washington—John Adams. 
Without the nod from Washing- 
ton, 
Adams never would have 


beaten the coming Thomas Jeffer- 
son. 


Jefferson, after he became pres- 


ident, advanced two of his satel- 
lites—Madison and Monroe. They 
were on the verge of tearing the 
first Republican party to pieces in 
a scrap between themselves, when 
Jefferson arranged a deal whereby 
his two fellow Virginians would 
take turn about as president. 


Martin 
Van Buren — who 


wouldn't even commit himself on 
the immediate weather—inherited 
Andrew Jackson's blessing. 
The 


last of the five inheritors was 
genial 
William Howard 
Taft. 


Theodore Roosevelt dictated his 
nomination to 
the Republican 


convention of 1908, with: 


"You'll take Taft—or me!" 
They took Taft, and that rotund 


judge became Teddy Roosevelt's 
great 
disappointment; T e d d y 


thought Taft should have devel- 
oped into a militant liberal.

WASHINGTON.—The bureau ot 


public roads, in its report recom- 
mending a nationwide national de- 
fense highway system, took a crack 
at the billboards and roadside 
Btands, labeling them "positive 
menaces" to driving safety which 
"must be controlled." 


"The mere presence of these nu- 


merous, close-crowding objects and 
establishments is .a distraction to 
drivers of vehicles," the bureau 
said. "Some of them, by every con- 
ceivable device, endeavor to attract 
the attention of drivers of vehicles 
from their primary responsibil- 
ity; most of them contribute largely 
to the hazards ot unexpected stop- 
ping, turning, and emergence upon 
the highways of both vehicles and 
pedestrians. 
"All are positive menaces and 


must be controlled, and the only 
probability of material improve- 
ment lies in a general and substan- 
tial widening of the rights-of-way of 
the more Important roads, togetner 
with effective border control."

The Spaniards are going to bring a little 


mercy into bull-fighting, the crudest of 
sports. It will be in the form of morphine, 
injected into all the horses taking part. The 
dosage, it may be assumed, will be carefully 
measured so as to dull the horses' sense of 
pain without checking their activity. That 
will be difficult, at least during the experi- 
mental stage. The horses may give an im- 
pression of running in their sleep. But the 
fearlessness of such semi-sensibility may add 
to the interest of the sport, because equine 
behavior will be less predictable. 


This reform, if it can be called such, is 


meant not to quiet Spanish qualms about the 
goring and disembowelling of the horses by 
the enraged bulls. The race has been accus- 
tomed to enjoy such merciless sport without 
flinching, for 2,000 years. 


A thousand years before that, in the island 


of Crete, there was a much more sportsman- 
like version of bull-fighting. There the bull 
had a chance, and there were no picadors and 
matadors to enrage and slay the animal. It 
was called "bull-vaulting." The players were 
athletic rioblemen who entered the arena un- 
armed and challenged the bull face to face. 
As the angry beast charged with lowered 
head, the challenger would leap into the air, 
somersaulting and alighting on the bull's 
back, and then, if all went well, turning an- 
other somersault to the ground and escap- 
ing before the bull could turn. That was a 
he-man sport! 


Promoters who hope to popularize bull- 


fighting in America might try the Cretan 
form. They could draw crowds with that.

TREATMENT OF SUN STROKE 


VANISHING 'DELINQUENCY 


As the compilers of statistics present their 


finished reports these mid-summer days, we 
learn pleasant things about the year 1938. 
It was one of the healthiest years the coun- 
try has known, with low death rates gen- 
erally and with particularly gratifying re- 
ductions in maternity and infant deaths. It 
was a year of reduced automobile fatalities 
and other accident tolls. 


The research director of the Juvenile Court 


of Cleveland reports that there, at least, 1938 
had the lowest delinquency record in twenty- 
six years. The decline was found both in 
cases which had to go before the court and 
in minor behavior problems which were 
handled unofficially by the court staff. 


The director is pretty sure he knows why 


this improvemnt has come. Schools have 
been adjusted to the needs of the exceptiona 
and the slower pupils, he says, thus stimulat 
ing interest and reducing truancies. The 
city's recreational facilities have been ex 
panded, giving youngsters wholesome outlets 
for their energy, physical and mental. 


There has been increasing sympathy and 


understanding in the handling of child prob 
lems, notably by social agencies and the po- 
lice department. The police have been trained 
for special duty along this line and have 
learned to recognize and correct maladjust- 
ments before they led to delinquency. 


Doubtless there are other cities with 


similar story to tell. This is one of the most 
important approaches to the problem of na- 
tional crime and should begin to show re- 
sults in that field in a few years. 


CONSTITUTIONAL GREEN LIGHTS 
The trouble with American liberty is that 


so many of us rampant freemen seem to 
think the constitutional Bill of Rights is 
meant only for us, and are very hazy about 
the rights of the other fellow. Judge Florence 
E. Allen of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, leading woman jurist in this 
country, made a fine little speech about it the 
other day. 


"What \ve often don't understand about 


the First Amendment," she said, "is that 
there is a green light for the other fellow. 
It means not only that I say what I think, 
but that you say what you think. 


"In nearly every civilized country in the 


world except the English countries and the 
t United States, freedom of speech is dead. 
Elsewhere criticism will put you in a con- 
centration camp. We see liberties destroyed 
almost everywhere. Civilization totters in 
the balance. The future of America also tot- 


There was a time when heat stroke (heat ex- 


haustion) and sun stroke were considered to be the 
same and the same treatment was given in both 
conditions. Today it is known that while heat ex- 
haustion is not usually as serious as sun stroke, 
nevertheless some patients die with heat exhaustion. 


The history of a case of heat exhaustion is that 


the individual is working in a close hot place- 
laundry, bakery—when he feels a slight dizziness, 
throbbing headache and nausea, followed by a cold, 
clammy feeling,' exhaustion and restlessness. Pulse 
is weak. 


Treatment of heat exhaustion is to remove pat- 


ient from the heated place to a cool room or shaded 
spot. Clothing should be removed and although the 
heat has caused the exhaustion his body now needs 
heat, and heat in some form should be applied to 
his feet. When he is able to swallow, hot coffee 
should be given. 


In sun stroke—heat fever—the face will be red 


and swollen, skin hot and dry, and temperature 
very high. Treatment for sunstroke is removal to a 
shady, cool spot and clothing removed. If tempera- 
ture is very high (103 to 105 F), he should be placed 
in a tub of water at temperature of 80F., to which 
ice should be "gradually" added, and ice is applied 
to head. 


"While the patient is in the ice bath, he should 


be rubbed vigorously to bring the blood from con- 
gested deep tissues to the surface of the skin where 
it may be cooled. The temperature should be taken 
by rectum every fifteen minutes and when down to 
102, the patient should be removed from the bath to 
prevent collapse. Ordinarily this bath should not be 
continued longer than from twenty to forty min- 
utes." 


If temperature is not high, or ice bath not avail- 


able, the patient may be laid on a cot and a sheet 
wrung out of cold water may be wrapped about him. 
After sheet has become warm, it may be removed 
and another cold, wet sheet applied. 


Patients who have once had a heat stroke or a 


sun stroke should avoid prolonged heat or sunshine 
as these conditions often leave the patient more 
readily affected by heat or sun.

Anybody who says America and 


particularly the House of Repre- 
sentatives isn't taking sides al- 
ready in the world crisis just isn't 
realistic. That's why the admin- 
istration, which has all along 
'drawn a distinction between to- 
talitarian states and democracies, 
feels deeply the rebuff which the 
House gave to the policy which 
for the last three years has been 
conducted by the "department of 
state under Secretary Hull—a 
policy of open sympathy with the 
democracies as against dictator- 
ships. 


In many respects Mr. Hull is 


one of the most outstanding men 
in the country, having earned the 
respect of Republicans as well as 
Democrats. His course of action 
throughout the European crisis of 
the last three years has been one 
of staunch Americanism. He has 
not approved by any means some 
of the steps taken by the British 
and the French. But he has dis- 
approved even more what the dic- 
tatorship states have done. 


Under the circumstances, to find 


the • House 
of 
Representatives 


openly taking sides with the Nazis 
of Germany and the Fascists of 
Italy in the all-important matter 
of "neutrality" is to bring clearly 
into view how difficult it is for the 
foreign policy of the United States 
to be conducted these days. The 
constitution gives to the President 
and the secretary of state the 
right to make foreign policy and 
gives to the Congress the right to 
declare war. The constitution to- 
day is over the steps which lead 
America into war against her will 
through a set of circumstances 
operating in the period prior to 
the outbreak of a World War 


Mr. Hull is convinced that the 


American people want peace, that 
they do not want a single drop of 
American blood spilled in aid of 
either side of Europe's quarrels 
and that not a single soldier or 
sailor should be pledged to go 
overseas again as in 1917. 


But how to keep America out of 


miles away. 


Of more immediate importance 


is the fact that America is the 
supply house of the world. If Ger- 
many objects to American cargoes, 
the objection can be raised against 
American wheat and corn and ma- 
terials needed to supply civilian 
populations abroad as much as 
against actual war implements.

For, 
while Congress has the right to de- 
clare embargoes relative to war 
time, there is no justification for 
writing embargoes into law now 
unless it is to notify one side or 
the other of the help they might 
possibly expect. To say to Ger- 
many and Italy that part of the 
British and French supply house 
will be shut off is to take sides. 


To stand on the established 


principles of international law and 
to notify the world that the Con- 
gress will meet at the outbreak of 
a World War, giving due weight to 
the circumstances existing at that 
time, is to follow historic and tra- 
ditional American policy. Any 
other 
course 
means misunder- 


standings and encouragement for 
one side or the other. What the 
House has done at this time is be- 
ing construed in Germany and 
Italy as help for them and a re- 
fusal of help to Britain 
and 


France. This tends to encourage 
the xvar-seeking elements in the 
dictatorship states who are being 
asked to believe again as were 
German militarists in 1914 that 
under no circumstances or provo- 
.cation would the United States 
give any help to the allies. 


A movement to embargo arms 


and munitions to the allies from 
the United States was started in 
1914 and became one of the prin- 
cipal issues 
which divided pro- 


German and anti-German senti- 
ment in the three years preceding 
the war.

Hewitt, assistant chemistry profes- 
sor at the University of Buffalo. 


"The old can of glue appears now 


with an odor of spring flowers," Dr. 
Hewitt pointed out "The painter of- 
fers not only the color you wiih, 
but paint that is free from the so- 
called 'paint odor.' The food indus- 
try has taken to scenting the inks 
which appear on food packages to 
make the product m'ore attractive. 
Most articles of clothing have the 
odor of starch employed in roanu 
facture masked with perfume." 


Declaring that emotions can be in 


fluenced by the nose, Dr. Hewitt 
recalled how scented stationery was 
followed on the market by books 
and magazines with delicately scent- 
ed pages to give their readers add- 
ed enjoyment. 


"It would not surprise me at all," 


he said, "to learn that soon not only 
will we buy gasoline which is tint- 
ed to suit our eyes, but probably 
scented to please our nose."

Priest's Letters Disclose 


Early Indian Sacrifices 


North American soil has been 


soaked numberless times with the 
blood of human sacrifices, old let- 
ters ol Father Charlevoix, a Jesuit 
priest, to his superiors would indi- 
cate. 


The priest reported the sacrifices 


were common on the huge chunk of 
copper weighing two tons or more 
(now in the Smithsonian institute at 
Washington), which was a religious 
shrine of the Indians before its re- 
moval in 1843. The Indians believed 
the rock had been sent to their an-- 
cestors by the Morning Star and 
that in times of stress it spoke in 
the voice of thunder demanding • 
human sacrifice. The sacrifice of- 
fered was usually a prisoner taken 
in war. 


Father Charlevoix related one in- 


stance which came under his obser- 
vation. Before setting out on a haz- 
ardous expedition, the Indians were 
told by their medicine men the rock 
demanded a sacrifice. 
They ac- 


cordingly selected a 15-year-old girl 
prisoner, told her she was to be 
married to the son of a chief, and 
prepared her in the tribe's richest 
garments. 
The child was shown 


unusual deference and, happy in 
the belief her imprisonment was to 
end, she was led away by an escort 
of warriors. Not until she came to 
the rock and saw the fire blazing 
at its base did she realize the actual 
fate in store for her. 


Despite her entreaties, she was 


tied to the rock and a warrior sent 
an arrow into her heart as the fire 
burned about her. The braves then 
sprinkled themselves with her blood 
in the belief it would m?ke them 
more valorous.

Milk Needs Cleanliness"~~ 
To Retain Healthful Aids 
Ever since the earliest days, milk 


has been considered one of the most 
healthful foods. Exaggerated pow- 
ers were ascribed to it by the an- 
cients and many hoary legends 
regarding its properties still persist 
But with all the virtues intelligent 
people concede to milk today, we 
know that under certain conditions 
it can also be a menace, since bac- 
teria, as well as human beings, 
thrive on milk. 


Public health officials, .recogniz- 


ing the potential dangers of unclean 
bacteria laden milk, spare no effort 
to safeguard its production, han- 
dling, and transportation. The milk 
delivered to the householder's door- 
step is unquestionably safe. 
But 


whether or not it remairs so de- 
pends upon the consumer. If milk 
is to- be fit for consumption, it must 
be kept clean and cold within the 
home. 


Clean containers, clean glasses, 


dean and sterilized bottles for the 
baby, and the maintenance of clean 
hands by the person who pours the 
milk, serves it, and uses it in food 
preparation, are all links in the 
chain of sanitation needed to keep 
jnilk fresh and wholesome. Only if 
these safeguards are observed can 
milk 
uphold 
its 
reputation for 


healihfulness. 


Moon Cycle B«tttlar 


The moon is a dark body, and 


we see it only because of the tun- 
light falling upon it 
As the moon 


revolves around the earth once each 
month different portions of it* il- 
luminated 
surface 
are 
turned 


toward us. 'When the moon it be- 
tween the earth and sun, it Is new, 
and when it is on the opposite side 
of the earth from the sun, it is full. 
Two or three days after new moon, 
a thin crescent is seen in the west 
after sunset. The crescent increases 
in size until the line dividing the light 
and dark portions run* straight 
across. This is first quarter. The 
lighted portion increases until full 
moon occurs.
